South African problems stem 
from internal causes which can't 
be worked out due to outside pres 
sure, said Prof. Ronald B. Ballinger 
of the URI history department in 
Independence Auditorium last Mon 
day evening.

Faculty Group 
Urges Change 


In Intercoms 


The URI chapter of the Amer 
ican Association of University Pro- 
fessors unanimously approved a 
resolution drawn up by the AAUP 
Committee on Faculty Responsibi- 
lity for Student’s Rights recom- 
mending changes in the intercom 
system installed in Browning Hall 
at its regular mecting held Thurs- 
day, Nov. 16. 

In the resolution, the commit- 
tee states that “The intercom sys- 
tem used in Browning Hall] does 
raise a serious question of whether 
the students’ right to privacy is or 
can be violated.” 

In a report to Dr. Francis H. 
Horn, URI president, Dr. James 
D. Brasch, AAUP corresponding 
secretary, ssid, “The committee 
does not doubt that ‘communica- 
tions is the oniy intended purpose 


of the intercom system, nor does 
it believe the eouipment was in- 
stalled in order to ‘spy’ on stu- 
dents. However, because of the 


| kind of equipment purchased, there 
(exists the possibility of abuse in 
the future and therefore the inter- 
com Is a potential source of in- 
vasion of privacy.” 

The chapter believes that be- 
}cause “there ts no control in the 
student's room, there is no 
the student can prevent his room 
from being monitored. The very 
knowledge that his can be 
monitored may tend to restrict his 
freedom of the report 
Said 

The report states the AAUP feels 
that although Dean Quinn empha- 
sized the fact that a room cannot 
be monitored without the student's 
knowledge because a Signal gen- 
erator producing beep tones has 
been installed, the generator may 
be prevented from operating by a 
malfunction through a “‘dis- 
abling circuit” built into the sys- 
tem allowing the beep tone to be 
eliminated by a simple “jumper”
